Protesting Against Polygamy. 

In another column we publish this 
morning an address issued by the anti- 
Mormon women of Salt Lake, addressed 
to “Mrs. R. B. Hayes and the women of 
the United States.” It should, and as 
suredly will, if followed up as indicated, 
lead to an agitation both within and with- 
out congress that will solve the Mormon 
problem, The question inyolved is cer- 
tainly one that will attract the attention 
of all women and arouse more or less of 
them to acts and utterances that will, in 
turn, perhaps, change or rather bring to 
aculmination public sentiment. The 
women of this country can, if they will, 
drive Mormonism out, even ifthe Mormons 
themselves have to go. Therein is the 
greatest difficulty—how to get rid of 
polygamy without getting rid of the be- 
lievers in “the twin relie.”” The non- 
Mormon ladies ask that Utah be kept out 
of the union antil polygamy is abolished ; 
but this is no remedy at all. For the 
Mormons, at least their leaders, would 
rather be citizens of a polygamous terri- 
tory than of astate in which miscella- 
neous matrimony is prohibited. Some- 
thing deeper and stronger than this is 
needed, and that something cannot be 
adopted and applied any too soon. The 
institution is extending over the sur- 
rounding territories. Itis full of vitality. 
Outside sentiment, war, federal statutes, 
a considerable influx of Gentiles from the 
opening of the Pacific railroad and the | 
death of Brigham Young have not 
checked its growth or lessened its power. 
It is more powerful now than it was 
twenty, or ten, or five years ago; and it 
bids fair to be stronger five years from 
now than it is at present. The women to 
whom the appeal that we print this 
morning is addressed, should, perhaps, 
let congress know what they think about 
the matter; but it is far more certain that 
the non-Mormon men of America should 
give congress to understand that organ- 
ized and sanctified concubinage must 
come to an end in this country.
